new phase the construction the State Depart- 
ment Public Health’s headquarters and laboratory 
building Berkeley was reached November 28th with 
the beginning excavation for the foundation for 
the new eight-story structure. The foundation, which 
will include 111 base for the building, will 
take estimated working days build. Then will 


come the structural steel job, which expected take 
another 200 working days. Final construction will then 
proceed. expected that the building will ready 
for about two years. 

The new building will, for the first time the De- 
partment’s 80-years existence, bring together all 
headquarters units under one roof, with the exception 
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the vital records section which will remain Sacra- 
mento. present, headquarters units are scattered 
three locations San Francisco and five Berkeley. 
The department also has branch office Los Angeles 
and several small field offices various parts the 
State, which will continue function. 

The Berkeley headquarters and laboratory building 
being erected just off the northwest corner the 
University California campus, adjacent the pro- 
posed campus site for new building for the School 
Health, now the planning stage. Proximity 
the two buildings will facilitate close coordination 
the State Department and the School Public 
Health. 

Shape the new building will that cross, 
with the main section eight stories high and the cross- 
arms four stories. Most three floors will occu- 
pied the state laboratories, which now operate from 
three locations Berkeley. Offstreet parking will ac- 
commodate 200 cars. 

Preconstruction history the building dates back 
May, 1948, when the State Board Public Works 
authorized purchase site. Selection two-block 
Berkeley site, bounded Oxford, Hearst, Shattuck 
and Berkeley Way, was followed acquisition 
parcels land. Clearance the land began March 
1950. Negotiations were carried out with the City 
Berkeley for abandonment one block Walnut 
Street, which ran through the middle the two-block 
site, exchange for equivalent amount land for 
widening Hearst Avenue and Berkeley Way. 

The architectural firm Peugh and Associ- 
ates, San Francisco, drafted the plans for the new 
building under the supervision the State Architect. 

Contracts for the first two stages construction 
were let last month the State Department Public 
Works. For the contract was let Payne Con- 
struction Company, San Francisco, bid 113,726. 
The contract for structural steel works was given 
Independent Iron Works Incorporated, Oakland, for 
$440,000. Government priorities have assured steel and 
other materials for the structure. 

The project being financed exclusively out state 
appropriations. federal funds are involved.

Three Botulism Deaths, Other Food 
Poisoning Outbreaks Reported 


Three food poisoning outbreaks, one resulting 
three deaths Los Angeles from botulism, were 
ported California during the last two weeks 
November. Some persons became ill Los 
salmonellosis which turkey sandwiches 
suspected the vehicle infection, and the 


outbreak, also Los Angeles, large number 


approximately 250 persons who ate Boston cream 
reportedly became ill. 

The botulism deaths are believed have 
from eating green salad made from ‘‘wild 
The salad, prepared from home-canned product, had 
been served cold. Laboratory studies have 
type toxin from this food. The fatal meal was eaten 
the day before Thanksgiving. The first death, that 
the housewife, occurred hours following the meal 
and while she was being taken hospital. was not 
until after the death the second person, guest 
the home, that botulism was suspected. That was 
hours after the meal. The husband the first victin 
died hours after the meal. 


The Los Angeles deaths recall similar outbreak 


Fresno 1945 which five deaths occurred after the 
victims had eaten similarly prepared salad, called 
which had been improperly canned 
then served cold from the can. 

the outbreak salmonellosis, cases were 
among persons who partook midnight supper. 
Stool specimens from the cases were obtained, 
which contained Salmonella typhimurium. frozen 
turkey had been roasted, cooled room temperature, 
and, after slicing, left unrefrigerated. Specimens 
the turkey meat were negative. Two persons who pre 
pared the food were ill following the supper. 

the outbreak which incriminated the 
pie, the food had been prepared hours before 
was eaten and had been left room temperature. 


Berkeley Approves Fluoridation 


The Berkeley City Council has added its community 
the growing list California communities 
have approved public water 
means preventing dental decay. Following 
publie hearing the issue November 27th, the city 
council adopted resolution approving the principles 
fluoridation. The council’s expression 
was forwarded the water utility district 
serves the East Bay area. Similar action has been 
recent months other East Bay cities, including 
Oakland, Richmond, and Alameda.

Statistics reveal that percent school-age 
children are afflicted with some type hearing diffi- 
either one both ears. This number increases 
approximately percent among adults. The ma- 
jority these impairments are directly traceable 
accidents, childhood diseases, the result obstruc- 
tion the drainage tubes the ear, resulting from 
adenoid enlargement. Leading otologists say that 
these children can helped their condition dis- 
early.

garten age residing the Watts district. Special com- 
mittees were appointed publicize the program, 
poll the parents small children, set neighbor- 
hood testing centers, and arrange for necessary fol- 
low-up. Staff the Watts District, Los Angeles City 
Health Department, participated actively the pro- 
gram. 

Local newspapers gave liberal coverage the sur- 
vey. Ministers read special announcements from the 
pulpits the churches the district. group 
parent volunteers telephoned neighbors encouraging 
them have their youngsters tested. Large posters 
were displayed all key spots throughout the com- 
munity. Several thousand leaflets were distributed 
youth groups, and special health programs, including 
showings and lectures, were presented local 
P.T.A., church, and resident housing groups. 

When the necessary educational groundwork had 
been laid, survey questionnaire forms, which were 
provided local high school printing class, were 
issued volunteer survey teams composed Health 
Council members. These teams polled every household 
the community quest children preschool and 
kindergarten age. When the questionnaires were com- 
pleted, master roster over 3,000 names was com- 
piled and sorted into testing centers scattered 
throughout the community for the convenience 
parents. 

Each center was staffed skilled audiometrist 
from the Los Angeles Hearing Center, assisted 
Health Council member. Post cards were 


mailed parents instructing them when and where 
bring children for hearing test. 

days the survey, over 2,300 children received 
hearing test the neighborhood centers. this 
number, 102 were found have some type impair- 
ment. Diagnostic follow-up, provided under the state 
program for physically handicapped children, in- 
cluded examination certified otologist, parent 
interview and counseling medical social worker. 
Arrangements for free corrective treatment were made 
the family was unable financially seek private 
care. 

that parents might become acquainted with the 
problems inherent raising children with hearing 
defects, classes were organized under the supervision 
the Los Angeles Hearing Center. These classes were 
set particularly for parents children whose im- 
pairments could not corrected. 

Joint planning and action for health and 
private agencies and all interested community 
groups and individuals characterized the program 
has similar activities sponsored the Watts 
Health Council.

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Lower Court Judges May Commit 
Recalcitrant Patients 


The authority judges justices’ courts, both 
(lass and and municipal courts commit 
recalcitrant tuberculosis patients the Terminal 
Medical Facility has been upheld opinion 
the State Attorney General’s office. The opinion 
based sections the Health and Safety Code re- 
lating the investigation and isolation cases 
infectious tuberculosis. 

Section 2559.5 the code requires the health officer, 
upon the determination that quarantine and isolation 
any particular case necessary for the preservation 
the public health, issue written order quaran- 
tine isolation. the infectious tuberculous indi- 
violates the quarantine isolation order, the 
health officer may then notify the district attorney 
writing. 

Section 2600.5 the code makes violation 
quarantine isolation order misdemeanor. This 
places jurisdiction over such offenses directly upon 
the Class justice courts municipal courts. 
Thus the superior court, which has concurrent juris- 
diction with any other court, would not have jurisdic- 
tion these cases. 

Section 3300.4 the Health and Safety Code re- 
quires that ‘‘the State Department Public Health 
shall lease any facilities deems necessary care for 
persons afflicted with contagious tuberculosis who 
violate quarantine isolation orders the health 
The purpose this section make pos- 
sible confine recalcitrant patient place better 
suited for treatment than county jail. ward the 
medical facility the Department Corrections 
Terminal Island (Los Angeles Harbor) 
leased the State Department Public Health for 
this purpose. 

The fact that the facility also part the opera- 
tions the prison establishment the Department 
does not make misdemeanor sentence 
Terminal Island illegal, the Attorney General declares, 
the power over the whole subject punishment 
for crime vested the Legislature and the Legis- 
lature has seen fit authorize facility leased the 
State Department Public Health place for 
finement recalcitrant tuberculosis patients.

New Birth and Death Certificates 
Effective January Ist 


Beginning January 1952, all births and deaths 
California will registered the new sectionalized 
certificates authorized the State Legislature 1951. 

The 
first section contains the information necessary 
establish the fact birth death. The second section 
devoted the medical and health data. 

Under the new legislation, the copy the certificate 
which the county recorder receives from the local 
registrar will contain the first section the certificate 
only. 

When certified copies the entire birth death 
certificate are required, they can obtained from the 
local registrar, which the health officer areas 
served full-time health department, from the 
State Registrar. 


Aids Community Health Planning

Dr. Meyer’s citation was ‘‘for bacteriological 
search that has benefited mankind for four decades.”

botulism, but has made signal contributions 
scientific knowledge sylvatic plague, 
ornithosis, western equine encephalomyelitis, relapsing 
fever, mussel poisoning, leptospirosis, and fever. 
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Water Pollution Control Report 
Issued California 


Sewage and waste treatment projects are needed 
990 municipal and industrial locations the 


fornia Basin bring water pollution under proper 


area including nearly all California 
and part southern Oregon. This recommendation 
contained cooperative state-federal report wa- 
ter pollution the California Basin which one 
series reports the major drainage basins the 
Country being prepared under authority the Water 
Pollution Control Act 1948. 

The California Basin Summary Report has been 
published the Health Service, Federal Se- 
the entire Country. These reports are prepared largely 
the basis information supplied the states. 
Because much data still must developed, they not 
present final summaries the pollution situation 
each drainage basin, although they show where water 
pollution control measures are known needed for 
municipalities and industries. 

State agencies which supplied information for 
preparation the California Basin Summary Report, 
largely providing basic data conditions stream 
pollution, are the California State Department 
Public Health and the Oregon State Sanitary Au- 
thority. Information for the California portion the 
report was obtained during the organization and staff- 
ing period the state and regional water pollution 
control boards that they were not position 
supply the necessary data. However, preliminary 
drafts the report were referred these boards for 
review. 


Pollution Load 


The report states that total 529 municipalities, 
institutions and sanitary districts discharge sewage 
equivalent that produced population nearly 
8,500,000, including industrial wastes discharged 
through sewerage systems. 

There are also 443 known separate industrial waste 
outlets the basin. these, produce organic 
wastes equal that which population 2,800,000 
would produce. Two hundred and ninety-seven others 
produce waters for which the population 
equivalent undetermined, and produce inorganic 
wastes, wastes undetermined type. 


Accomplishments and Needs 


The report states that good progress has been made 
pollution abatement the basin recent years. 
Between 1946 and 1950 there were 101 municipal treat- 
ment plants built serve potential population 


5,870,000. Much the construction was stimulated 
state funds made available matching basis for 
postwar construction needed works Cali- 
fornia. Approximately percent the sewered com- 
munities and percent the sewered population 
the basin are now served waste treatment facilities. 

the basis available data, which are admittedly 
incomplete, there are 220 sewage and waste treatment 
projects needed the basin including 204 for munici- 
palities, with combined population 2,755,000, and 
for industries. Many the municipal plants treat 
industrial well domestic wastes. Indicated needed 
for municipalities are new treatment plants, en- 
largements additions 62, and replacement 
plants. Because the scanty information available 
industrial wastes, the known treatment plant needs 
industry, indicated the report nine new plants, 
six enlargements additions, and one replacement, 
are undoubtedly only small portion total needs. 

The report states that projects are needed 
232 municipal and industrial locations, but that 
project needs are undetermined for municipalities 
and 389 industries. shows that 438 municipalities 
and 199 industries have sewage and waste treatment 
facilities. 

The report emphasizes that where water essen- 
tial the California Basin, important that none 
the water resources lost through pollution. 
fact, reclamation sewage some instances may 
cheaper than importation additional water. 


Further Action 


addition the construction program required 
for pollution control, comprehensive study indus- 
trial waste problems, research into water quality re- 
quirements for uses, research and pilot plant 
studies industrial waste treatment, and continuing 
basin-wide sampling and analytical program ascer- 
tain water quality are for sound pollu- 
tion abatement program the basin.

Dear Sir: 

More than two years ago, after careful review the 
subject, the Board Directors the American Water Works 
Association released official statement opinion con- 
cerning fluoridation public water supplies. This was the 
first statement policy upon the subject released any 
association having interest the subject. 

May, 1951, the board again reviewed the situation and 
adopted the following statement: 

“Two years ago (June, 1949) convention Chicago, 
the American Water Works Association adopted reso- 
lution this statement policy with reference the fluori- 
dation public water supplies: 


‘In communities where strong public demand has 
been developed and the procedure has the full ap- 
proval the local medical and dental societies, the 
local and state health authorities and others responsible 
for the communal health—water departments com- 
panies may properly participate program fluori- 
dation public water supplies.’ 

“The past two years have shown this position 
sound. now reaffirmed. 

“Recommendations for fluoridation are the prerogatives 
the dental, medical and public health groups. When 
the proper authorities approve the treatment, then be- 
comes the function the water works utility and industry 
follow through willingly and intelligently where proper 
controls are assured.” 

The policy established the board directors has not 
been clearly understood some and this letter intended 
clarify the matter. 

This association organization engineers, adminis- 
trators and staff personnel engaged interested the 
furnishing public water supply. not organization 
professional men the fields dentistry and medicine. 

has expressed itself plainly ready and willing 
cooperate with dental and medical men who advocate 
fluoridation.
